Gordon G. Fellowes, former teacher at 
Loyalty school in the Huxley school dis- 
trict, recently took a group of pupils on 
a visit to the United Nations headquarters 
at Lake Success. 

A few days ago, he resigned his post 
at Loyalty school and gave as his reason 
the pressure of “Communist’’ members of 
the school board who resented his United 
Nations activities. 

The Huxley schoo] board has now 
denied the presence of any Communists in 
its organization
